The load of registered milch 
cows selected in middle Ten- 
nessee Ly Colonel Lem Ellis 
have found homes on good 
farms in Coifee county. These 
cows are good producers of 
both milk and cream and we 
are glad to hear favorable re- 
ports from P, R. Martin, Will- 
iam Moates, Foy Carter, Porter 
Wilson and others who purch- 
ased the cows. The real money 
in dairying comes from the 
yearly increase, and since all 
these cows are bred to freshen 
within the next few months, 
each party buying two or three 
cows will own in a short time 
a nice herd of registered Jer- 
S@VS.

In addition to adding cows 
to farms already — shipping 
cream, the car of registered 
cows started William Moates, 
Foy Carter, and Porter Wilson 
to shipping cream, each having 
purchased a separator the 
next day after purchasing their 
vegistered cows. There are a 
dozen or more farmers who 
have been milking three or 
four cows and hand skimming 
their cream for two or three 
years, but who never have felt 
the need of a cream separator. 
It only requires a couple of 
good cows to create an urgent 
demand for a cream separator.
